The report of the city’s medical health officer 


refutes the theory that mild winter weather is 
bad for the health; that the Alberta community 
pays in sickness, suffering and death for the plea- 
sure of a winter free from extreme cold 

The present winter has surely been mild 
enough to be thus classified by the most insistent 
champion of the notion that cold weather and 
good health stand in the relation of cause and 
effect. Yet the report shows that the city has 
been singularly free from serious disease, that the 
death rate has been even below the usual, and 
the infant mortality rate very much below, 
Edmonton has probably been the healthiest 
city in all Canada this winter. The rate of in- 
fant deaths during February was 38 in 1,000. The 
figure is less than half that of any other Cana- 
dian city. That speaks well for the sanitary 
conditions of the city, for the habits of cleanli- 
ness of its people, for the skill of its doctors and 
nurses, and for the its hospital fa- 
cilities.

Ball players in general and pitch- 
prs in particular get a good laugh

They never knew tt was illegal to 
use It, Pitchers always have and 
always will use it, rules or no rules 
It simply gives them a better grip 
on the ball and helps their control 
when their hands are sweating. I 
played professfonal ball for seven- 
teen years and never saw a freak 
jump on a resined ball. 

No umpire can ever detect all the 
ways of «applying resin. Unipires 
will sometimes rush out to a piteher 
and examine his glove, smell it, ap- 
ply thelr tongue to ft, and finally 
make use another glove. The re- 
sult is that another glove with even 
more resin and licorice on it 19 
thrown out to him from the bench, 
It’s just one of those aflly, ridiculous 
rules that mean nothing and can 
never be enforced,
